Monmouth  county.  New  Jersey,  is  in 
many  respects  a  very  interesting  region. 
It  has  no  mountains  ;  bnt  it  has  the 
Atlantic  Ocean.  If  it  cannot  boast  of 
picturesque  landscapes  equal  to  those 
which  greet  the  eye  at  Northampton  or 
Stoekbridge,  it  has  points  in  the  midst 
of  its  almost  endlessly  diversified  surface 
whence  in  a  dear  day  yon  can  see  the 
Newark  Mountain  forty  miles  off,  and 
the  Plainfield  Mountain  thirty  miles. 
The  more  I  travel  through  this  county, 
the  more  am  I  charmed  with  its  quiet 
beauty,  its  fertility,  its  healthfnlness,  and 
its  adjqitations  as  a  good  place  to  live  in. 
In  looking  through  some  of  the  cemete- 
riea,'  I'  notice  a  great  many  stones  which 
maA  the  graves  of  aged  people, — for  in¬ 
stance,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dubois,  fer  half  a 
century  pastor  of  Freehold  and  Middle- 
port 

Historically,  Monmouth  is  famous  in 
civil  and  religions  history.  It  has  had 
a  Battle  of  Monmouth ;  and  it  is  only  a 
few  years  since  it  had  venerable  men 
and  women  who  remembered  that  ter¬ 
rible  day.  If  it  be  a  question  still  to  be

VIENNA— THE  EXPOSITION.

There  seeins  to  have  been  considerable 
dissatisfaction  with  Ibis  year’s  schedule 
for  the  support  of  the  Boards,  both  at

or  twenty  years  of  age.  For  observe  the 
necessary  consequence.  Young  men  are 
not  ready  to  b^in,  even  to  Team  their 
professions,  till  they  are  twenty-two  or 
twenty-four.  Is  this  country  ready  to 
stand  this  ?  Is  New  York  ready  for  it  ? 
Is  Chicago  ready  for  it  ?  I  believe  such 
cities  are  ready  to  decide,  if  not  to  ex¬ 
it  is  no  valid  objection  to  say  that  we  j 
should  thus  fail  to  attain  those  results  of 
high  scholarship  which  are  most  desira¬ 
ble.

President  McCosh  admitted  the  imper¬ 
fection  of  the  statistics  upon  which  he 
was  forced  to  rely,  but  these  gave  a  re¬ 
port  of  only  8,517  persons  in  this  country 
pursuing  preparatory  classical  studies, 
while  the  German  reports  showed  that 
108,690  students  in  the  gymnasium  are 
learning  Latin  and  Greek,  and  learning 
them  thoroughly,  and  that  87,600  in  the 
Real  Schule  are  learning  Latin.  This  is 
rather  humiliating  to  our  American  pride.

The  question  arises  where  have  the  great 
body  of  the  19,260  students  now  in  our  col¬ 
leges  been  trained  ?  The  answer  is,  in  a 
very  varied  way,  a  great  number  in  a  non¬ 
descript  way.

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  this  ele¬ 
ment  in  the  general  apportionment  in 
the  annual  schedule,  not  because  it  will 
make  any  important  difference  in  the 
share  of  each  Board,  at  this  time,  but 
simply  to  bring  to, view  what  is  essential 
to  any  accurate  estimate,  impartial  ap¬ 
portionment,  and  safe  recommendation 
to  the  churches.  As  “  Missions”  very 
reasonably  urges,  “Wild,  extravagant 
estimates  are  calculated  only  to  impair 
the  confidence  of  churches  in  the  appeals 
of  the  Boards,  and  seriously  demoralize 
the  whole  work  of  benevolence.”  The 
collections  have  been  the  last  two  years 
so  far  below  what  the  churches  are  now 
asked  to  raise,  that  many  will  feel  that  it 
is  useless  to  attempt  to  meet  the  demand, 
what  they

There  is  however  another  item  in  the 
directions  of  the  Assembly  to  this  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Benevolence  and  Finance,  that 
we  trust  will  not  be  ignored,  viz  :  “  To 
make  a  correct  estimate  of  what  each 
Synod  is  desired  to  contribute  in  order 
that  the  work  of  the  Church  may  be 
properly  carried  on.”  It  is  to  be  feared 
that  this  committee  is  so  wedded  to  one 
particular  mode  of  benevolent  contribu¬ 
tions,  that  they  lose  all  interest  in  what 
may  aid  other  modes.  Many  churobes 
need  to  be  informed  as  to  what  will  be 
required  of  them,  that  they  may  do  their 
part  in  the  great  work.  It  is  no  assess¬ 
ment,  bnt  only  an  indication  of  what,  in 
viewing  the  whole  Church  in  its  past  his¬ 
tory  and  present  condition,  it  is  suppos¬ 
ed  the  various  parts  can  do,  so  as  to  meet 
the  entire  need  of  the  Church  work.  It : 
can  be  modified  from  year  to  year,  as  ob¬ 
servation  and  experience  suggest.  Other 
denominations  have  experimented  in  this 
way  with  success.  What  the  Church 
now  most  needs  is  stimulating,  aiding, 


of  the  past, 
full  as  much  to  be  feared  as  to  be  hoped 
from  this  quarter. 

Fifty  millions  of  State  money,  invested 
in  academical  institutions,  would  prove 
undoubtedly  for  a  time  of  vast  benefit  to 
the  community ;  but  we  cannot  see  how 
the  benefit  conld  be  separated  from  inci¬ 
dental  mischiefs  that  might  far  more  than 
counterbalance  it.  We  have  no  more 
bias  in  favor  of  State-endowed  Agricul¬ 
tural  Colleges  tban  President  McCosh, 
but  some  of  the  very  strongest  objections 
which  exist  against  them  will  apply  with 
equal  force,  in  our  judgment,  to  the  en¬ 
dowments  he  suggests.  Let  us  rather 
appeal  to  private  and  Christian  munifi¬ 
cence.  Our  Yassars  and  Peabodys  are 
not  all  dead.  The  liberal  donors  to  our 
colleges  are  capable  of  seeing  how  impor¬ 
tant  to  them  is  the  charity  that  will  fur¬ 
bish  them  with  feeders,  and  above  all  we 
deprecate  any  control  of  high  schools  or 
academies  which  will  preclude  their  co¬ 
operation  in  the  great  work  to  which 
schools,  colleges,  chnrohes,  and  all  kin¬ 
dred  institutions  should  be  tributary. 


Several 

Quakers  were  among  them — a  few  politi¬ 
cal  men  like  ex-Governor  Clafiin  and 
Senator  O’Donnell,  and  some  of  our 
most  earnest  Christian  workers,  such  as 
Hon.  William  E.  Dodge,  Dr.  William 
Patton,  Mr.  John  Wanamaker,  Judge 
Pitman,  J.  N.  Steams,  and  Rev.  Dr.  J.  T. 
Crane.  We  had  an  admirable  presiding 
officer  in  Judge  Robert  C.  Pitman 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Massachu¬ 
setts.  An  excellent  spirit  pervaded  the 
deliberations. .  We  had  some  fears  that 
impracticable  and  ultra  men  might  at¬ 
tempt  to  control  the  action  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  ;  but  were  happily  disappointed. 

Several  very  able  x>apers  were  present¬ 
ed,  by  Dr.  Elisha  Harris  of  New  York, 
Rev.  Mr.  Pratt  of  Connecticut,  Judge 
Pitman,  Mr.  A.  M.  Powell  and  others  ; 
they  will  be  published  for  circulation. 
The  essay  by  Dr.  Harris  on  “  Dmnken- 
nes  and  Crime,”  is  exceedingly  timely 
and  thorough.  Dr.  Mark  Hopkins  (of 
'Williams  College  once,  but  now  of  the  i 
whole  nation)  read  a  most  valuable  con¬ 
tribution  at  tbe  Tuesdiy  evening  ses¬ 
sion,  on  -the  infinence  of  alcoholic  stimu¬ 
lants  on  students.  President  McCosh  was 
so  much  interested  in  the  essay  that  he  re¬ 
quested  its  repetition  at  Princeton.  Mr. 
Dodge  spoke  very  efiisctivcly  on  the 
drinking  usages  of  society,  and  Mr. 
Wanamaker  on  the  cooperation  of  young 
Men’s  Christian  Associations  with  tempe¬ 
rance  efforts.  There  was  no  lack  of 
spice  and  humor  in  tbe  discussion — to 
which  “.Uncle  David  "'Ripley  of  Newark 
contributed  his  full  share.  It  was  de¬ 
monstrated  that  men  can  laugh  and  grow 
merry  on  pure  cold  water  as  well  as  on 


interested  in  th^m,  or  a  tutor  picked  up 
for  the  occasion,  or  by  a  teacher  at  his 
odd  hours.  This  shows  bow  difficult  it  is 
iu  all  States  out  of  New  England — where 
they  have  numerous  high  schools — to  have

'"'"'T  men  prepared  to  enter  college,  and 
.... ..  difficult  it  is  for  our  colleges  to  raise 

their  standard  of  entrance  without  casting 
off  able,  deserving,  and  promising  young 
men. 

Moreover,  many  of  our  preparatory  ac¬ 
ademical  institutions,  subject  to  no  in¬ 
spection,  are  far  from  being  what  they 
should  be.  Massachusetts,  indeed,  as 
well  as  New  England  generally,  consti¬ 
tutes  an  exception.  On  this  point  Presi¬ 
dent  McCosh  remarks  : 

,  Massachusetts  owes  much  to  her  com- 
1  mon  schools,  much  to  Its  universities,  but 
it  owes  quite  as  much  to  its  academies  and 
high  schools,  which  seized  the  brightest 
youths  In  the  elementary  schools,  and  sent 
them  on  to  the  universities,  which  have 
flourished  in  consequence.  There  are  high 
schools  sustained  by  State  enactments  in 
other  New  England  States,  and  hence  that 
portion  of  our  country  has  been  able  to 
maintain  in  efficiency  so  many  colleges. 


Foreign  Board  is  “  put  down  a  little  over 
nine  per  cent,  advance  on  the  work  of 
last  year,  the  Home  Board  is  put  down 
nineteen  per  cent,  in  advance  of  their  ac¬ 
tual  expenditureslast  year.”  So  that  the 
Committee  evidently  aimed,  as  Dr.  Her¬ 
rick  Johnson  claimed,  at  a  fair  impartial 
apportionment,  in  their  recommendation. 
They  seem,  however,  to  have  left  ont  of 
view  a  previous  direction  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly,  that  would  and  ought  to  have  modi¬ 
fied  their  apportionment  to  an  extent 
that  would  have  rendered  it  more  equit¬ 
able  as  well  as  satisfactory.  The  Assem¬ 
bly  had  resolved  in  their  action  on  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  of  Benevolence 
and  Finance,  “that  the  Boards  shall 
make  out  and  send  in  (annually  to  this 
Committee)  full  representations  of  what 
has  been  received  tbe  past  year,  by  each, 
from  the  Churches,  and  from  all  other 
sources,  for  carrying  on  their  work,  stat¬ 
ing  also  what  additional  claims  they  have 
reason  to  expect,  in  order  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  may  truly  and  intelligently  report 
to  the  Assembly  for  its  approval,  and 
then  to  the  Churches,  what  will  be  re¬ 
quired  for  each  Board  ;  and  also  that  a 
correct  estimate  may  be  made  of  what 
amounts  each  Synod  ought  to  be  expect¬ 
ed  to  contribute,  in  order  that  the  work 
of  the  Church  may  be  properly  carried 
on.” — Assembly  Journal,  p.  28. 

The  chairman  was  asked  in  Baltimore 
if  this  special  Committee  had  taken  into 
consideration  what  each  Board  had  re¬ 
ceived  and  might  expect  to  receive  from 
other  sources  besides  coiOeclions  in  the 
churches.  That  this  bad  not  been  done, 
in  the  sense  intended,  is  clear  from  the 
fact  that  the  Foreign  Board  had  reported 
that  their  work  had  expended  the  last 
year  $668,000,  of  whioh  the  churchee  had 
given  only  9390,000 ;  and  that  ft  would 
require  for  the  present  year  $696,000,  be¬ 
sides  meeting  the  debt,  whioh  it  is  sup¬

The  progress  of  the  more  enlightened 
nations  is  finely  brought  out  by  placing 
the  wooden  plow,  still  used  in  Palestine 
and  elsewhere,  by  tbe  side  of  the  steel 
plow  of  England  ;  the  looms  of  tbe  East¬ 
ern  countries,  worked  by  the  bands  and 
limbs  of  women,  beside  those  used  at 
Lowell. 

One  of  tbe  most  impressive  sights  to 
the  eye  of  tbe  Christian  was  the  display 
of  tbe  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
showing  209  Bibles,  all  in  different  lan¬ 
guages.

high  schools.  There  are  wide  regions  of 
America  which  have  good  colleges,  but  not 
so  far  as  I  can  discover  a  single  high 
school  or  academy  worthy  of  tbe  name, 
and  the  colleges  are  holding  by  a  low  stan¬ 
dard  of  scholarship,  and  are  altogether  in 
a  Unguishlng  condition. 

He  insists  emphatically  on  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  special  provision  for  increasing 
the  number  of  high  schools  and  acade¬ 
mies.  He  says : 

Wide  regions,  even  in  some  of  oiu:  most 
advanced  States,  are  without  not  only  a 
high  school  to  give  higher  instruction  to 
the  middle  and  lower  olasses,  but  even 
without  an  academy.  Parents  write  me 
from  various  places  that  they  have  not 
within  hundreds  of  miles  any  school  fitted 
to  prepare  their  sons  for  college  or  give 
them  higher  instruction  than  is  to  be  had  at 
the  common  schools. 

The  consequence  of  all  this  is  that  there 


The  new  Normal  College  at  the  corner  of 
Sixty-nbith  street  and  Fourth  avenue,  for 
tbe  special  instruction  of  young  women 
who  propose  to  become  teachers  in  our 
public  schools  and  elsewhere,  was  opened 
with  brief  exercises,  on  Monday  morning 
last.  The  building  is  plain  gothic  in  style, 
and  contains  thirty  recitation  rooms,  thir¬ 
ty  feet  square,  three  lecture  rooms,  thirty- 
seven  by  fifty-three,  and  six  retiring  rooms 
for  instructors,  and  is  four  stories  in  height 
above  the  basement.  It  is  the  most  spsk- 
cious  building  tor  the  purpose  in  all  the 
land,  and  cost  nearly  $400,000.  The  open¬ 
ing  was  a  very  simple  affair.  Wm.  H. 
Neilson,  President  of  the  Board  of  Eduen- 
tion;  James  W.  Farr.  Chairman  of  the 
Normal  College  Committee ;  Commissioner 
J.  Crosby  Brown,  Thomas  Himtor,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  tbe  College,  and  City  Superintend¬ 
ent  Kiddle,  made  addresses  to  the  pupils, 
about  1100  in  number,  and  with  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  some  excellent  mnsic,  both  voeal 
and  instrumental,  the  great  institution  was 
ready  for  action.  It  Is  estimated  that 
about  eighty-five  thousand  children  pre¬ 
sented  themselves  for  classification  at  the 
various  public  schools  throughout  tbe  city 
on  the  same  day.  Surely  those  having  to 
do  with  our  public  schools  have  a  great 
apd  grave  charge.

The  tourist  to  this  litagnilioeDt  inland 
sea,  who  goes  bj  the  American  steamers 
Itom  Bnffilo  or  Detroit,  misses  some  of 
Hm  (Ttod^  ^4  \#ieft  ,hceii^|r<  W 
lake.  In  order  fully  to  enjoy  it,  he 
should  take  the  Canadian  steamer  from 
Cofiingwood  to  Dnlnth,  and  then  retain 
by  way  of  the  South  Shore.  A  single 
trip  wfll  hardly  snlBoe  to  see  all  that  is 
to  be  seen.  I  am  ’  now  making  my  sev¬ 
enth  visit  to  Lake  Superior,  and  it  has  in 
many  respects  been  the  most  enjoyable 
of  them  all.  From  the  Sanlt  Ste.  Marie 
to  Thnnder  Bay  there  is  a  constant  snc- 
oeesion  of  ragged  mountains,  of  bold  and 
roeky  islands,  of  deep  and  land-locked 
kMbors,  which  afford  ceaseless  pleasnre 
to  Mm  who  loves  Nature  in  her  wildest 
moods.  Of  these  scenes  Nip^^n  Bay 
is  nndoQbtedly  the  grandest.  Its  wfld 
and  awfal  solitudes,  its  vast  and  solitary 
islands,  its  bold  headlands,  and  its  huge 
palisades,  extending  upward  from  the 
lake  for  a  distande  of  sixty  miles,  hare 
left  an  impression  of  subliurity  and  beanty 
■ot  easily  to  be  effaced  from  tbs  memory. 

But  ^nnder  Bay  is  in  some  points  at 
least  its  equal.  As  yon  enter  it  from  the 
lake  you  pass  on  your  right  an  enormous 
baaaltio  wall  of  rook,  rising  to  the  height 
of  1800  feet.  This  is  Thunder  Cape — 
well  named  as  I  had  occasion  to  see  in  a 
week's  sojourn  at  Prince  Arthur’s  Land¬ 
ing.  On  your  left  is  Pie  Island,  a  singu- 
Iszty  formed  cliff  rising  to  the  height  of 
860  feet.  Before  yon  lies  a  magnificent 
bay  thirty  miles  deep  and  twenty-five 
miles  broad,  presenting  a  scene  of  almost 
niuivalled  beanty  and  grandeur.  I  never 
grew  weary  of  that  scene.  Morning, 
noon  and  night  seemed  to  Ming  up  some 
new  feature  for  wonder  and  admiration. 
It  was  a  glorious  sight  to  see  the  sun  rise 
over  Thnnder  Cep^i  to  watch  the  glow  of 
the  clouds  above  it  as  they  blushed  into 
beanty  at  the  approach  of  day,  while  the 
rippl^  waters  of  that  broad  sea  were 
tinged  with  golden  hues  as  they  refiected 
the  light  of  the  morning.  It  was  won- 
derfol  to  see  that  vast  wall  of  rock,  re¬ 
sembling  a  sleeping  giant,  standing  out 
distinct  and  full  in  that  clear  while 
all  its  ragged  features  were  softened, 
toned  down  by  the  light  that  was  shin¬ 
ing  beyond  it.  Yet  tiie  scene  was  even 
more  wonderful  when  the  sun  had  wheel¬ 
ed  around  to  the  west  and  was  throwing 
its  setting  rays  upon  these  vast  walls  of 
rock,  lighting  up  all  the  grandest  features 
of  the  bay,  and  bringing  out  distinct  and 
clear  every  crag  and  rock  and  tree. 

And  above  all,  in  impressiveness  and 
snblimity,  was  a  thunder  storm !  It  was 
worth  a  visit  there  to  see  the  clouds  roll¬ 
ing  up  from  the  west  and  passing  around 
the  bay,  and  settling  down  upon  the 
Cape,  sending  out  the  while  their  bright 
and  forked  lightnings,  followed  by  crash¬ 
es  of  thunder  which  seemed  to  shake  the 
very  mountains.  There,  around  that  ma- 
iesHo  cliff,  was  the  home  of  the  lightning 
f^lllfi  BOC  utnp,  BUllU  Bncu~  8cciicb,''xc- 
peating,

chance  lies  a  mass  of  ice  which  the  Som¬ 
mer’s  aan  has  not  yet  r^Mhed.*  It  is  no 
place  for  dainty  dnndiM  in  white  kids 
ahd  dght  shoes,  or  for  Barato^^heU^  in 
trailing  skirts  and  ball-room  i^ippets. 
But  the  journey  pays*  to  him  who  loves 
to  see  Nature  as  Gk>d  made  it. 

One  need  not  be  long  in  getting  enough 
specimens  to  fill  a  good  sized  cabinet. 
The  amethyst  and  other  precious  stones 
abound  here.  A  little  above  Silver  Har¬ 
bor  large  quantities  of  them  ai-e  found, 
and  on  e«r  way  to  the  mines  we  broke 
off  from  the  rocks  a  number  of  very  fine 
amethysts,  which  we  carried  away  with 
us.  As  a  matter  of  course,  a  country 
thus  rich  in  mineral  wealth,  presents 
little  encouragement  to  the  farmer,  al¬ 
though  here  and  there  very  excellent 
laud  for  tillage  is  to  be  met  with.  With 


There  is  very  much  to  interest  the 
lover  of  Nature  in  all  this  magnificent 
bay  and  its  surroundings. 

Three  miles  above  Prince  Arthur’s 
Landing  is  Currant  river  (a  gift  of  the 
highlands  and  forests  to  the  lake),  which 
discharges  itself  into  the  bay  by  a  series  of 
rapids  of  the  wildest  and  most  picturesque 
character.  Two  miles  west  the  Kaman- 
istequia  rivet  enters  the  lake.  At  its 
month  stands  Fort  William,  an  ancient 
and  still  important  trading  post  of  the 
Hudson’s  Bay  Company.  The  sail  up  this 
stream  is  oqe  of  exceeding  interest. 
SmsU^  steamers  can  ascend  it  for  about 
twelve  miles,  after  which  a  series  of 
r^ids  are  encountyred  for  a  distance  of 
eighj^n  miles,  wdien  the  falls  are  reach- 
.ed.  Where  the  water  has  ^a  peipendicalar 
descent  of  200  feet.  The  land  along  the 
nkvigable  portion  of  the  river  is  rich  and 
well  timbered.  Two  miles  from  Fort 
William  is  an  Indian  Catholic  Mission, 
wffh'a  simple  chapel  and  a  large  number 
of  comfortable  huts  and  thrifty  looking 
gardens.  Abovo  this  is  a  dense  and 
ahndst  unbroken  forest  of  pine,  hem¬ 
lock,  balsam,  and  cypress. 

'A  xnile  above  tho  mission,  McKay’s 
l^untain  rises  up  .abrnpt  and  grand 
from  the  water’s  to  the  height  of 
ipOO  feet,  and  still  beyon^  are  seen  other 
lofty  peaks  of  the  gf eat  Lawrentian  range, 
which  atri^tches  eastward  to  Quebec  and 
the  Saguenay,  more  than  a  thousand 
miles  away. 

Prince  Arthur’s  Landing  is  now  a  large 
settlement,  which  has  sprung  up  within 
the  last  ten  years.  It  owes  its  growth' 
to  the  silTer  mining  interests,  and  to  the 
efiibtti  of  the  Canadian  government  to 
open  a  route  for  emigrants  to  Fort  Qarcy 
and  the  ^ttlements  of  Manitoba  around 
Lake  Winnipeg.  "What  in  known  as  the 
Dawson  route  has  one  of  its  termini 
hen.  A  good  wagon  road  extends  for 
forty-five  miles  lb'  the  'firrt  of  the  great 
chaM  of  lakes  fiorthwest  of  Superior. 
Here  the  emigrant  is  taken  into  large 
open  bargee,,  an^  carried  to  Fort  Garry 
by  a  series  of  lakes  and  rivers  and  porta¬ 
ges  extending  over  400  miles.  More  than 
600  petsQ^  h*Te  been  transported  by 
this  rooty  since  the  opening  of  this 
yees’s  BarigatycHi. 

The  ngion  aronnd  Thunder  Bay  is 
new  also  attsaoling,  large  nnmben  here 
inaearoh  sf  aUver,  ibe  traces  of  which 
are  abandantty  manifest  All  over  these 
forests  and  rocks  and  swamps,  adventnr- 
en  and  hardy  explorers  are  looking  for 
iid  traces.  Several  mines  have  been 
commenced,  and  some  ot  them  are  yield- , 
ing  a  fair  show  of  the  preoiona.  mqlaL 
I  visity4  one  or  two  of  them,  and  waa 
shown  some  fine  specimens  of  ore,  evi- 
dsnUgrinUcI  silver.  It  is  no  easy  mat¬ 
ter  toraaoh  them,  for  the  roads  are  nmet 
to  impaaaible,  and  often  one  has  to  make 
his  way  over  a  deep  morass,  by  swinging 
from  one  rock  to  another  by  the  boughs 
of  overhanging  trees.  On  either  side  of 
the  path  are  awampe  filled  with  moas  two 
or  three  feet  deep,  beneath  which  per- 


the  exception  of  the  Dftwson  roa^,  all  l/airt,  I  am  able  to  do  a  thing,  or  belieTe 


other  routes  of  exit  from  Thunder  Bay, 
are  by  dog  trains.  The  streets  of  the 
Landing  are  full  of  large  mastiffs,  appa- 
rentSy  a  cross  between  the  St.  Bernard 
and  the  Newfoundland,  which  are  of 
great  service  in  the  Winter,  and  which 
are  made  to  draw  their  200  pounds  on 
sledges,  from  thirty  to  forty  miles  a  day. 

As  to  the  state  of  society  here,  it  is 
very  much  what  one  meets  in  any  new 
country.  The  good  and  the  bad  drift  in 
together.  Whiskey  is  fast  killing  off  the 
Indian  race,  and  it  is  working  equal 
mischief  among  many  of  the  whites.  I 
think  I  never  saw  so  many  in  the  same 
population  given  np  to  dmnkenness. 
Doctors  and  lawyers,  miners  and  snrvey- 
ors,  and  government  employes,  seemed 
alike  to  be  giving  themselves  up  to  drink 
and  card  playing.  Bat  there  are  good 
influences  at  work  there  also.  Two 
churches  are  already  built,  in  one  of 
which  I  twice  preached  to  large  and 
attentive  audiences. 

The  Canadian  Presbyterian  Church  is 
faithfully  overlooking  this  whole  field, 
and  two  of  the  ministerial  brethren  who 
came  np  with  me,  were  going  on  a  com¬ 
mission  to  visit  the  whole  region  from 
here  to  Fort  Garry,  and  look  after  the 
interests  of  their  Chnrch  and  people.  I 
was  glad  to  hear  that  no  spirituous 
liquors  are  allowed  to  be  carried  over  the 
Dawson  route.  That  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.  An  intelligent  and 
faithful  government,  and  an .  active 
Church,  will  soon  cause  to  disappear 
much  of  these  elements  of  evil,  and 
this  new  foothold  of  civilization  in  the 
Northwest  may  yet  become  a  source  of 
good,  and  saving  influences  to  the  re¬ 
gions  that  are  beyond. 


THE  PRAYER  CURE. 

George  Mnller’i  Experienoe. 

The  original  plates  of  that  remarkable  book, 
which  records  the  “  Life  of  Trust  ”  of  George 
Mailer,  the  faithful  bnilder  and  supporter  of 
Orphan  Honses  at  Bristol,  England,  were  con¬ 
sumed  in  the  recent  great  fire  in  Boston.  We 
can  hardly  consider  this  a  calamity,  however, 
os  it  has  resulted  in  the  rerision  of  the  work 
and  the  addition  of  several  chaipters,  bringing 
it  down  to  the  present  time.  Tnming  over 
the  leaves  of  this  just  issued  volume  (from  the 
enxneB  svpp.  vi,  vz,  utt,  wmen  seem  unrxi  a 
somewhat  direct  and  practical  bearing  upon 
the  great  theme  of  the  article  recently  quoted 
from  The  Advance,  That  these  experiences 
occurred  so  long  ago  os  1838,  and  when  Muller 
was  yet  but  an  obscure  preacher  in  an  obscure 
town,  does  not  at  all  detract  from  their  present 
interest  and  direct  bearing  : 

Feb.  18.  This  afternoon  I  broke 
blood-vessel  in  my  stomach,  and  lost  a 
considerable  quantity  of  blood.  I  was 
very  happy  immediately  afterwards. 

Feb.  19.  This  morning.  Lord’s  day, 
two  brethren  called  on  me,  to  ask  me 
what  arrangements  there  should  be  made 
to-day,  as  it  regarded  the  four  villages 
where  some  of  the  brethren  were  in  the 
habit  of  preaching,  as,  on  account  of  my 
not  being  able  to  preach,  one  of  the 
brethren  would  need  to  stay  at  home  to 
take  my  place.  I  asked  them,  kindly,  to 
come  again  in  about  an  hoar,  when  I 
would  give  them  an  answer.  After  they 
were  gone  the  Lord  gave  me  faith  to 
rise.  I  dressed  myself,  and  determined 
to  go  to  the  chapeL  I  was  enabled  to  do 
so,  ihongh  so  weak  when  I  went,  that 
walking  the  short  distance  to  the  chapel 
was  an  exertion  to  me.  '  I  was  enabled 
to  preach  this  morning  with  .as  lond  and 
strong  a  voice  as  nsnal,  and  for  the  usnal 
length  of  time.  After  the  morning  meet¬ 
ing  a  medical  friend  called  on  me,  and 
entreated  me  not  to  preach  again  in  the 
afternoon,  as  it  might  greatly  injure  me. 
I  told  him  that  I  should  indeed  consider 
it  great  presumption  to  do  so  had  the 
Lord  not  given  me  faith.  1  preached 
again  in  the  afternoon,  and  this  medical 
friend  called  again,  and  said  the  same 
concerning  the  evening  meeting.  Nev¬ 
ertheless,  having  faith,  I  preached  again 
in  the  evening.  After  each  meeting  I 
became  stoonger,  which  was  a  plain 
proof  that  the  hand  of  Gtod  was  in  the 
matter. 

Feb.  20.  The  Lord  enabled  me  to 
rise  early  in  the  morning,  and  to  go  to 
OUT  nsnal  prayer-meeting,  where  I  read, 
spoke,  and  prayed.  Afterwards  I  wrote 
four  letters,  expounded  the  Scriptures 
at  home,  and  attended  the  meeting  again 
in  the  evening. 

Feb.  21.  I  attended  the  two  meetings 
as  nsnal,  preached  in  the  evening,  and 
did  my  other  work  besides. 

Feb.  22.  To-day  I  attended  the  meeting 
in  the  morning,  walked  afterwards  rix 
miles  with  two  brethren,  and  rode  to 
Plymonth. 

Feb.  23.  I  am  now  as  well  as  I  was 
before  I  broke  the  blood-vessel.  In 
relating  the  partioolars  of  this  oircum- 
stanee,  I  would  eamestiy  warn  every  one 
who  may  read  this,  qot  to  imitate  me  in 
snch  a  thing  if  he  has  no  faith  ;  bat  if 
he  has,  it  will,  as  good  ooin,  be  honored 
by  God.  I  could  not  say  that  if  such  a 
thing  skonld  happen  .ngain  I  would  act 
in  the  same  way  ^  for  when  I  have  been 
not  neariy  so  weak  qs  when  I  had  broken 
the  blood-veasd,  kaving  no  faith,  I  did 
not  preach ;  yet,  if  it  were  to  please  the 
Lord  to  give  me  faith,  I  might  be  able 
to  do  the  same,  tbongh  even  still  weaker' 
than  at  the  time  jnst  spoken  of. 

About  this  time  I  rapeatedly  prayed 
with  sick  beheven  till  they  were  re¬ 
stored.  Unconditionally  I  asked  the  Lord 
for  the  blessing  of  bodily  health  (a  thing 
which  I  eonld  not  do  now),  and  I 


alwqjs  had  the  petition  granted.  In  some 
instance^  howesmr,  the  prayer  tftB  not 
answered.  In  tttB  same  way,,  whilst  in 
London, \foveOT^r,  ^829,  in  answer  to 
my  prayers,  I  was  immediately  restored 
from  a  bodily  infirmity,  under  which  I 
had  been  laboring  for  a  long  time,  and 
which  has  never  returned  since.  The 
way  in  which  I  now  account  for  these 
facts,  is  as  follows  :  It  pleased  the  Lord, 
I  think,  to  give  me  in  snch  oases  some¬ 
thing  like  the  g[ift  (not  grace)  of  faith, 
so  that  unconditionally  I  could  ask  and 
look  for  an  answer.  The  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  gift  and  the  grace  of  faith  seems 
to  me  this  :  According  to  the  gift  of  faith, 
I  am  able  to  do  a  thing,  or  beheve  that  a 
thing  will  come  to  pass, — the  not  doing 
of  which,  or  the  not  believing  of  which, 
veould  not  be  sin  ;  according  to  the  grace  of 


that  a  thing  will  come  to  pass,  respecting 
which  I  have  the  words  of  God  as  the 
ground  to  rest  upon,  and  therefore,  the 
not  doing  it,  or  the  not  believing  it, 
vould  be  sin.  For  instance,  the  gift  cf 
fedih  would  be  needed  to  believe  that  a 
sick  person  should  be  restored  again, 
though  there  is  no  human  probability : 
for  there  is  no  promise  to  that  effect ;  the 
grace  ef  faith  is  needed  to  believe  that 
the  Lord  will  give  me  the  necessaries  of 
life,  if  I  first  seek  the  kingdom  of  God 
and  His  righteousness :  for  there  is  a  prom 
ise  to  that  effect. 


paratively  little  good  ;  that  the  claims  of 
relighm  ate  losing  their  hold  upon  the 
public  (^CBseience ;  and  that  skepticism 
and  infidelity  are  largely  on  the  increase. 
And  more  recently  the  secular  press  has 
taken  the  gronnd  that  Protestantism  is 
on  the  decline.  And  a  great  many  rea¬ 
sons  ar6  assigned  for  the  exii^nce  of 
these  things,  and  they  all  probably  have 
more  or  less  weight.  Bnt  I  submit  whe¬ 
ther  there  is  not  reason  enongh  for  all 
this  discouraging  outlook,  in  the  simple 
fact  (disgraceful  fact,  shall  I  say  ?)  to 
which  attention  is  here  directed.  Are 
not  these  things'  the  natural  outgrowth 
of  an  ecclesiastical  polity  that  ignores 
the  method  and  teachings  of  the  Master  ? 
And  is  it  to  be  expected  that  He  will  honor 
these  who  set  at  naught  His  counsels  and 
despise  His  reproofs  ?  j. 

The  Church  has  yet  to  learn — I  say  it 
with  all  due  respect — that  obedience  is 
better  than  sacrifice  ;  and  when  that  les¬ 
son  is  learned,  then,  and  only  then,  may 
we  expect  that  the  problem  of  reaching 
the  masses  will  be  divested  of  many  of  the 
difficulties  that  now  surround  it.

THE  CHURCH  AND  THE  POOR. 

Editor  of  The  Evangelist :  In'  your  is. 
sue  of  the  7th  instant,  over  the  heading 
“Ministers  and  Churches,”  you  say 
“  The  city  was  well  deserted  of  its  citi¬ 
zens  on  last  Sabbath,  and  the  audiences 
of  the  open  churches  were  at  their  small 
est.  ” 

The  latter  part  of  this  announcement  is 
doubtless  correct — the  former  can  hard¬ 
ly  be  said  to  be  so  :  while  the  article,  as 
a  whole,  conveys  the  impression  (though 
probably  not  so  intended)  that  the  chur* 
ches  were  empty  because  there  was  no¬ 
body  left  to  fill  them. 

That  the  city  was  deserted  to  a  great 
extent,  of  its  church  going  citixens,  is  the 
simple  fact.  Those  composed  of  the  rich 
and  cultured,  have  betaken  themselves  to 
their  haunts  in  the  country,  where  they 
may  enjoy  quiet,  fresh  air,  &c.,  but  the 
masses — the  poor" — ore  still  here,  and 
were,  at  the  time  referred  to  in  your  ar¬ 
ticle.  They  were,  however,  not  in  the 
chorches.  And  why  were  they  not  there? 
The  reason  simply  is,  that  these  desert¬ 
ed  churches  were  not  built  as  places  of 
worship  for  their  accommodation,  bat  for 
the  occupancy  exclusively  of  those  by 
whom  they  were  erected,  and  for  all  of 
the  class  to  which  they  belong.  Every¬ 
body  understands  this  to  be  so.  And  is 
not  the  fact  suggestive  f  And  in  view  of 
it  are  not  the  difficulties  that  cluster 
aronnd  the  grave  problem,  “  How  are 
the  masses  to  be  reached,”  well  nigh, 
from  a  human  standpoint,  insolvable  f 

Now  whatever  may  be  these  difficulties, 
.ona.thinir  is  Quite  apparent — to  many 
be  accomplished  by  our  present  ChuroK 
organizations,  so  long  as  they  shall  ad¬ 
here  to  their  existing  policy  of  excluding 
the  poor  from  their  places  of  worship.  It 
cannot  be  denied  that  our  churches,  with 
a  few  exceptions  perhaps,  practically  os¬ 
tracise  the  poorer  classes,  and  deny  them 
the  privileges  of  God's  house.  And  that 
they  do  so  is  none  the  less  true  because 
we  have  here  and  there  mission  churches 
erected  for  their  exclusive  accommoda¬ 
tion.  These  are  doubtless  accomplish 
ing  much  good,  and  as  auxiliaries  in  the 
work  of  reaching  the  masses  cannot  be 
too  highly  estimated ;  bnt  for  obvious 
reasons  it  is  absurd  to  suppose  that  they 
can  supersede,  or  render  nnneccssary, 
other  and  more  radical  and  desirable 
measures  that  will  demand  a  greater 
amount  of  self-denial  from  onr  rich  and 
“  fashionable  ”  churches  than  the  occa¬ 
sional  contribution  of  a  few  dollars  to  the 
erection  and  support  of  mission  chapels. 
And,  in  fact,  it  may  be  questioned  whe¬ 
ther  their  tendency  at  the  present  time 
is  not  to  perpetuate  a  system  of  exclusive¬ 
ness  and  doss  woi'ship  at  war  with  the 
practice  of  the  Master,  and  with  the  en¬ 
tire  spirit  of  His  teaching^  as  well. 

It  seems  to  be  forgotten  in  our  day 
that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons,  that 
rich  and  poor  are  both  alike  to  Him 
Our  churches,  practically,  repudiate  this 
prominent  truth  of  the  Word  of  God. 
They  vie  with  each  other  in  the  erection 
of  magnificent  and  costly  structures,  the 
outlay  upon  some  of  them  amounting  to 
a  million  (f  dollars.  But  is  it  not  true 
that  the  poor  never  hear  the  Gospel  in  these 
churches,  and  moreover  that  it  never  was 
intended  that  they  should  ? 

Now  I  would  ask,  with  all  due  respect, 
whether  a  policy  like  this  can  have  the 
approval  of  the  Master  ?  And  I  submit 
whether  the  time  has  not  come  when  all 
should  be  alike  welcome  to  the  house  of 
God  ?  And  when  the  churches  determine 
to  say,  and  do  say,  ‘  to  the  man  with  a 
gold  ring  in  goodly  apparel  ’  “  Sit  thou 
here  in  a  good  place,”  while  they  exclude 
the  ‘poor  man  .in  vile  raiment’  alto¬ 
gether,  do  they  not  offend  against  the 
Apostolic  injunction,  “  Have  not  the 
faith  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Lord 
of  Glory,  with  respect  of  persons  ”  ? — 
and  may  it  not  be  said  of  them  “  Ye 
have  despised  the  poor  ”  ? 

It  was  the  glory  of  the  Chnrch  in  its 
advent  that  the  Gospel  was  preached  to 
men  of  “low  degree.”  And  the  Master 
emphasized  the  fact  when  He  said  to 
John’s  disciples,  who  came  to  Him  with 
the  inquiry  “Art  Thou  He  that  shonld 
come,  or  look  we  for  another?”  —  His 
memorable  and  significant  reply  was 
“Tell  John  what  things  ye  have  seen 
and  heard, — how  that  ihe  blind  see,  the 
lame  walk,  the  lepers  are  cleansed,  the 
deaf  bear,  the  dead  are  raised,  to  the  poor 
the  Go^pd  is  preached."  '  And  is  it  not  the 
shame  of  the  Chnrch  in  these  latter  times 
that  it  exclndes  from  the  ministrations 
and  ordinances  of  Qod’s  house  those  who 
need  them  most  ?  And  in  doing  so,  do 
they  not  offend  ‘  the  royal  law  according 
to  the  Scriptures,’  “Then  shalt  love 
thy  neighbor  as  thyself  ”  ? 

It  is  often  remarked,  and  by  very  many 
believed,  that  preaching  is  doing  corn-

SYRIANS  HELPING  TO  PAY  THE 
MISSIONARY  DEBT. 

The  great  uprising  at  Baltimore  to 
meet  the  debt  of  our  Foreign  Board,  has 
awakened  an  echo  in  the  mission  fields 
themselves.  We  give  extracts  from  a 
letter  of  Rev.  Frank  A.  Wood,  a  mission¬ 
ary  at  the  new  station  of  Zahleh,  a  large 
town  on  the  plain  of  Coele-Syria,  and  a 
few  hours  from  the  ruins  of  Baalbec. 

Zablib,  Jaljr  16th,  1673. 

The  tidings  of  that  debt  brought  sad¬ 
ness  to  our  hearts.  Where  could  we 
contract  our  lines  ?  We  ought  rather  to 
extend  them ;  and  for  months  we  have 
been  looking  for  two  natives,  anointed 
of  the  Spirit,  to  send  out  into  the  fields 
white  for  the  harvest  all  aronnd  us.  But 
how  cheering  was  the  news  of  that  meet 
ing  of  the  Assembly  ! 

We  determined  to  call  together  our 
small  company  of  Protestants  to  see  if 
they  too  would  not  contribute  something 
to  relieve  the  Board.  I  did  not  feel 
sanguine  of  any  great  result,  for  a  Syr¬ 
ian  holds  his  money  with  the  gripe  of  a 
a  vice  ;  but  we  invited  them  to  meet  at 
our  house,  and  about  fifteen  came.  We 
asked  the  presence  and  blessing  of  onr 
Lord,  sang  the  “  Missionary  Hymn,  ” 
read  from  Matt,  xxviii.  and  Rom.  x. ; 
then  gave  an  account  of  the  extended 
work  of  the  Board,  exjdained  its  present 
straights,  and  told  of  the  pledges  at  Bal¬ 
timore,  and  how  some  who  had  already 
given  according  to  their  ability,  had 
then,  at  the  sacrifice  of  perhaps  some  ar¬ 
ticle  of  comfort  or  necessity,  added  a 
farther  gift  to  help  remove  the  debt. 

One  of  the  brethren  was  requested  to 
lead  in  prayer  for  Divine  counsel  in  re 
gard  to  our  individual  duty  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  ;  and  afterwards,  in  a  few  sentences, 
I  reminded  them  of  the  interest  each 
had  in  the  work  of  the  Board,  and  of  the 
benefits  their  country  bad  received  from 
tury.  ’  WeThaHffpWfef 
like  to  contribute,  and  upon  a  hearty 
response  from  several  voices,  we  circu 
lated  a  subscription  paper.  To  our  sur- 
poise  764  piastres  (about  835)  were  pledg¬ 
ed  on  the  spot.  The  amount  given  by 
one  of  the  large  churches  in  New  York, 
to  redeem  the  promise  of  its  pastor,  was 
not  greater  in  proportion  to  the  wealth 
of  the  contributors.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  servant,  lately  come  into  my 
employ,  every  one  present  gave  some¬ 
thing.  Even  the  children  pat  down  from 
five  paras  to  five  piastres  each  (from  half 
a  cent  to  twenty)  when  Mr.  Dale  told 
how  children  in  America  contributed  to 
such  causes.  'The  enclosed  draft  for 
856.70  is  the  sheaf  of  the  first  fruits 
from  this  new  station,  and  we  transmit 
it  with  devont  thanksgiving  for  such 
grace  abonn^ng  in  those  so  recently 
called  from  darkness  to  light. 

Two  of  the  gifts  deserve  special  men¬ 
tion.  After  all  the  subscriptions  bad 
been  paid  in,  a  young  woman,  who  was 
not  at  the  meeting,  called  at  onr  house. 
She  is  an  accepted  candidate  for  admis 
sion  to  the  church,  but  as  she  teaches  in 
the  school  of  an  English  Society,  we  bad 
not  thought  of  her  giving  to  this  object, 
After  the  long  Arabic  salutations,  she 
alluded  to  the  meeting  of  the  brethren 
and  sisters,  and  of  their  collection,  and 
said  she  wanted  to  add  what  she  could. 
She  placed  in  my  hand  forty  piastres  ; 
probably  a  week’s  wages.  We  felt  that 
we  had  not  erred  in  supposing  her  one 
of  God’s  people. 

The  other  scene  is  the  little  coin  I  now 
enclose.  It  is  a  silver  piastre,  worth  about 
five  cents?*  For  nearly  two  years,  one  of 
our  littie  company  has  been  out  of  work 
on  account  of  the  hatred  here  against 
Protestants.  During  the  last  few  months 
he  had  been  greatly  reduced  and  almost 
desperate.  He  recently  passed  an  old 
friend,  a  stone-mason,  at  work  npon  a 
Catholic  church.  The  man  called  him 
aside,  and  in  a  low  tone  asked  “Do 
you  want  the  carpenter’s  work  of  this 
ehurch  ?”  His  heart  gave  a  bound  at 
the  thought  of  returning  employment 
and  prosperity.  “Well,  I  can  get  it  for 
you.  Jnst  come  to  mass  a  few  times, 
and  leave  th^  rest  to  me ;  no  one  will  ask 
you  any  qn^stions.”  It  was  a  skilful 
cast  of  the  tempter’s  net.  We  almost 
wondered  that  he  could  say  “No,” but 
he  did.  It  was  a  severe  straggle,  and  we 
saw  traces  of  it  in  his  face  for  a  long 
time.  His  wife,  who  has  the  simple 
faith  of  a  child,  told  me  a  few  days  after, 
that  when  she  saw  how  hard  it  was  for 
her  husband  to  resist  this  temptation, 
and  how  their  need  waq  daily  increasing, 
she  became  so  anxious  that  she  lay  awake 
almost  all  night,  asking  God  to  show  her 
what  she  oould  do.  Then  it  came  into 
her  mind  that  she  had  seen  some  of  her 
friends  making  woollen  saddle-girths, 
and  she  thoqght  she  might  be  able  to  do 
the  aame.  She  went  to  the  market  the 
next  day,  and  with  the  lost  money  they 
had,  bought  five  pounds  of  ooqrfe  wool. 
Borrowing  a  few  clumsy  i^tnunents, 
she  set  to  work.  By  night  her  hands 
were  blistered,  snd  her  arms  bo  weary 
she  oonld  hardly  sleep ;  bnt  she  toiled 
patiently  on,  and  after  some  nine  days 


trial  gained  nineteen  and  a  half  piaktrty. 
It  was  from  this  sum  she  took  the  little 
silver  ooin  I  send  you.  We  thought  it 
ought  to  go  directly  to  the  treasury — or 
perhaps  to  the  hand  of  some  one  who 
would  be  glad  to  redeem  it. 

Let  me  add  a  single  other  incident  iu 
regard  to  this  native  carpenter  and  his 
wife. 

Not  long  ago  the  poor  woman’s  shoes 
gave  out  entirely,  and  when  Sunday  came 
she  could  not  attend  the  services.  They 
made  it  a  subject  of  special  prayer,  and 
asked  that  the  want  be  provided  for  by 
Him  who  numbers  even  the  hairs  of  the 
head.  The  very  next  day  a  relative  call¬ 
ed  the  man  to  do  work  that  lasted  nearly 
a  week,  and  brought  in  enough  for  the 
wife’s  shoes,  and  also  to  meet  a  tax  just 
then  due,  and  a  small  bill  at  a  shop. 
They  think  it  was  an  answer  to  their 
prayers. 

Before  you  receive  this  letter,  the  elev¬ 
en  communicants  here  and  in  Mu’allaca 
(a  neighboring  village),  with  three  others 
to  be  admitted,  will  have  been  organiz¬ 
ed  into  “the  Evangelical  Church  of 
Zahleh.”  A  slender  shoot  I  May  it  grow 
into  a  fruitful  vine,  and  be  highly  favor¬ 
ed  of  the  Great  Husbandman  !

MARYVILLE  COLLEGE. 

The  end  now  attained  at  the  North  in 
regard  to  slavery  and  race,  was  reached 
by  Blackburn  first,  and  Anderson  twelve 
or  fifteen  years  subsequently  in  Mary¬ 
ville,  a  half  a  century  before  the  war  of 
the  RebellioD. 

Each  of  these  godly  men  purchased, 
or  caused  to  be  purchased,  an  African 
slave  of  pure  blood,  and  persisted  in  his 
education  until  licensed,  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Presbyteri¬ 
an  Church,  to  preach  the  Gospel.  These 
colored  preachers  were  John  Gloucester, 
on  the  part  of  Blackburn,  and  George 
Erskine,  educated  by  Anderson.  They 
were  members  respectively  of  the  families 
of  these  distinguished  philanthropists, 
and  ate  at  their  tables,  and  lodged  in 
their  best  rooms  and  best  beds. 

Blackburn  and  Anderson  bi'easted  the 
tide  of  prejudice  against  slavery,  race, 
and  color,  and  set  an  example  to  future 
generations.  Had  every  town  in  the 
South  been  moulded  by  their  spirit  in 
their  day,  there  would  have  been  no  re¬ 
bellion,  and  rivers  of  blood  and  billions 
of  money  would  have  been  saved. 

It  was  by  the  inflnenoe  and  moulding 
power  of  such  men  that  Maryville  Col¬ 
lege  was  founded.  They  struck  for 
equality  of  race,  and  this  College  has 
held  their  position  to  the  present  day. 
One  of  the  Faculty  writes  thus  to  a 
friend  : 

Our  Rebel  friends  say  If  we  would  turn 
out  the  few  colored  students  we  have,  our 
numbers  would  be  increased.  They  at  first 
predicted  that  our  building  would  be  in¬ 
habited  by  bats  and  owls,  if  we  admitted 
negroes.  They  now  say  it  is  unjust  that 
they  should  be  excluded  from  the  advan¬ 
tages  and  privileges  of  the  institution,  as 
•'ffiTOr**'*""’'"  “‘^mlBalon  of  ne- 


ing,  at  such  a  price,  naming  it.  ‘We 
have  but  one  price,’  I  said,  ‘and  you 
know  well  that  we  sell  such  yarn,  twenty 
per  cent,  above  the  rate  you  propose.’ 

‘I  know  that,’  he  replied;  ‘but  you 
cotild  make  it,  so  as  to  be  sold  at  my 
price.  ’ 

‘Yes,  by  using  waste  and  mixing  in' 
weak,  short-stapled  cotton.  ’ 

‘  And  it  would  look  almost  as  well  ?’ 

‘  Perhaps.’ 

‘  Then  Ill  risk  it.’ 

‘My  father’s  instructions,’  I  replied, 
,‘are  not  to  lower  the  quality  of  out 
goods.  I’m  sorry ;  but  I  can’t  fill  your 
order.  ’ 

He  went  off  in  a  huff,  but  returned 
two  days  later.  ‘See  here,’  he  said, 

*  don’t  be  Quixotic.  I  can  have  the  yam 
I  asked  you  about  spun  elsewhere. 
What’s  the  use  of  driving  a  good  custom¬ 
er  from  yon  ?  I  shall  get  the  stuff  I 
want,  and  nse  it,  all  the  same.  ’ 

‘  It  would  injure  the  character  of  our 
mill.  ’ 

‘  Not  if  you  leave  off  your  trade-mark. 
What  do  I  care  about  the  picture  ?  * 
Mark  it  as  you  will.’ 

I  hesitate  ;  and  finally — not  mneh  to 
my  credit — agreed  to  make  the  yarn  for 
him.  I  had  it  marked  with  a  large  B. 

It  will  stand  either  for  Bartholomew  or 
for  bad,’  I  said  to  him  when  he  came  to 
look  at  it.  ‘  I’m  ashamed  to  tnra  snch  an 
article  out  of  our  mill.’ 

But  three  weeks  later  he  came  again. 

'  Jnst  the  thing  !  ’  he  said  ;  and  he  gave 
me  a  second  order,  thrice  as  large  as  the 
first. 

The  B  yam  became  a  popular  article 
in  the  market ;  the  shirting  that  was 
made  from  it  looking  smooth,  and  being 
sold  at  some  ten  per  cent,  less  than  that 
made  from  our  usual  quality.  Yet,  to  my 
obtain  knowledge, — ^for  1  tried  it, — it 
did  not  last  half  as  long  as  the  other. 

That  transaction  sits  somewhat  heav¬ 
ily  on  my  conscience  still.  Yet  it  help¬ 
ed  to  teach  me  s  great  lesson.  It  is  my 
firm  belief  that,  at  the  present  time,  pur¬ 
chasers  of  cotton,  woollen,  linen,  and 
silk  goods,  of  furniture,  hardware,  leath¬ 
er  goods,  and  all  other  manufactured  sta¬ 
ples,  lose,  on  the  average,  because  of  in¬ 
ferior  quality,  Tnore  than  half  of  aU  the 
money  they  pay  out.  And  I  doubt  whe¬ 
ther,  except  by  cooperation,  this  crying 
evil  can  be  remedied. 

*  On  each  ten-ponnd  package  we  were  wont  to  paste 
an  engiSTing  ot  the  mliu  and  Tillage  ;  and  onr  yam, 
in  consequence,  went,  fkr  snd  near,  by  the  name  of 
“  picture  yam." 


But  we  expect  to  hold  on  our  course, 
and  all  such  can  come  or  not  as  they  may 
choose.  We  have  won  a  great  victory  over 
caste  and  prejudice,  such  as  no  other  in¬ 
stitution  of  the  seceded  States  has  even 
attempted. 


We  learn  the  following  facts  from  the 
catalogue  of  this  College  :  Maryville  Col¬ 
lege  is  situated  in  Maryville,  on  the  Knox¬ 
ville  and  Charleston  Railroad,  sixteen 
miles  south  of  Knoxville.  The  College 
grounds  consist  of  sixty-five  acres,  and 
are  not  surpassed  for  natural  beanty  of 
location  by  any  in  the  country.  They 
are  elevated  and  undulating,  covered  with 
a  beautiful  growth  of  evergreens,  and 
command  a  splendid  view  of  the  Cum¬ 
berland  Mountains  on  the  north,  and  of 
the  Smoky  Mountains  on  the  south. 
The  College  was  founded  in  1819  by  the 
Rev.  Isaac  Anderson,  D.D.,  who  was  its 
honored  and  able  President  for  thirty- 
eight  years.  The  grand  motive  of  the 
founder  may  be  stated  best  in  his  own 
words  : 

Let  the  directors  and  managers  of  this 
sacred  institution  propose  the  glory  of  God 
and  the  advancement  of  that  kingdom  pur¬ 
chased  by  the  blood  of  His  only  begotten 
Bon,  as  their  sole  object. 

Inspired  by  such  a  motive,  he  gather¬ 
ed  a  class  of  five  in  the  Fall  of  1819,  and 
in  prayer  and  faith  began  and  prosecuted 
the  great  work  of  his  life.  The  College 
was  in  continuous  operation  from  its  be¬ 
ginning  up  to  the  Spring  ol  1861,  when 
its  work  was  suspended  by  the  war,  but 
resumed  again  in  the  Fall  of  1866.  Dur¬ 
ing  this  time  it  has  educated  and  sent 
fortli,  in  the  single  profession  of  the 
ministry,  more  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty  men,  nearly  all  of  whom  were 
natives  of  East  Tennessee. 

Its  work  thus  far  has  been  accomplish¬ 
ed  with  very  limited  means.  Its  principal 
and  almost  only  endowment  has  been  the 
prayers,  the  faith,  the  self-denying  and 
indefatigable  labors  of  its  founder  and 
the  professors  associated  with  him. 

The  friends  of  the  College  are  resolved 
to  sustain  it,  and  are  making  every  effort 
to  secure  for  it  snch  an  endowment  as 
will  enable  it  to  do  well  the  great  work 
for  which  it  was  founded.  W.  R. 


DIVISION  OF  CHURCHES.

The  second  ground  of  the  division  of 
churches  is  4be  contention,  or  want  of 
unity,  arising  from  difference  in  doctrine, 
or  from  difficulties  of  a  personal,  or 
neighborhood,  or  class  character.  I  ful¬ 
ly  believe  that  brethren  had  better  sep¬ 
arate  if  they  cannot  dwell  together  in 
harmony.  But  I  do  not  propose  to  jus 
tify  or  condemn  the  division  of  churches 
on  this  ground.  I  have  another  end  in 
view  in  the  preparation  of  this  article. 
If  the  division  is  a  foregone  conclusion, 
let  it  by  all  means  be  a  Christian  divis¬ 
ion,  and  not  a  wrathful  separation  to  be 
followed  by  backbiting  and  mntual  ha¬ 
treds.  The  differences  in  doctrine  which 
divide  Christian  brethren  are  not  of  a 
fundamental  or  vital  character. 

The  same  holds  true  when  the  division 
rises  from  personal  difficulties  with  our

'The  debasement  of  quality  which,  un¬ 
der  the  pressure  of  competition,  bqs 
gradually  extended  of  late  years  to  almost 
every  article  used  by  man,  is  notorious. 
Yet  08  few  persons  except  the  initiated 
realize  the  immense  loss  to  society  from 
this  source,  an  illnstrative  experience  of 
my  own  may  here  be  welcome. 

When  my  father  left  roe  manager  of 
the  New  Lanark  oatton-mills,  in  the 
Winter  of  1824-26,  a  certain  Mr.  Bar-i 


separation,  it  still  becomes  ns 
in  the  spirit  of  Christian  charity.  And 
even  when  they  assume  a  party  aspect, 
so  as  to  rive  the  Christian  sympathy  and 
mutual  confidence  of  the  members,  and 
thus  force  a  division  of  the  Church,  the 
spirit  of  ill-will  indicates  anything  but 
a  Christian  state  of  the  heart  in  which  it 
reigns.  And  to  carry  this  a  little  further 
in  its  application,  let  me  suppose  that  we 
are  led  to  regard  those  who  have  separat¬ 
ed  from  us  as  our  enemies,  personally 
and  collectively  ;  even  then  the  Chris¬ 
tian  is  especially  and  impressively  en¬ 
joined  to  give  no  place  to  any  feeling  to¬ 
ward  them  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  love. 
The  ill-will,  the  hard  speeches,  the  taunts 
we  sometimes  witness  toward  those  who 
have  left  us,  go  ’much  farther  to  show 
the  unchristian  state  of  those  who  utter 
them,  than  of  those  at  whom  they  are 
aimed.  That  such  manifestations  are 
ever  indulged  in  by  those  calling  them¬ 
selves  Christians,  is  a  sad  but  certain 
evidence  of  hnman  depravity,  so  deep- 
rooted  and  stubborn  that  none  need  com¬ 
plain  when  we  call  it  total.  For  if  hearts 
moved  by  grace  can  be  so  insensible  of 
the  teachings  of  our  Lord,  or  so  indiffer¬ 
ent  to  the  matter  of  His  instructions,  then 
what  may  we  not  expect  from  those  who 
in  heart  and  spirit  have  never  felt  that 
grace  ?  “  But  I  say  unto  you,  love  your 
enemies,  bless  them  that  curse-  you,  do 
good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for 
them  which  despitefolly  use  you  and  per¬ 
secute  you.” 

There  is  nothing  more  beautiful  than 
the  manifestation  of  a  Christian  spirit 
toward  those  who  are  not  in  harmony 
with  us  ;  especially  if  that  harmony  has 
been  broken  by  an  infringement  of  per¬ 
sonal  interests.  Call  it  ignoble,  if  yon 
will ;  designate  it  as  a  want  of  spirit  in 
tha  man,  nevertheless  there  is  in  it  a  di¬ 
vinity  which  impresses  the  minds  of 
men,  and  is  seen  to  take  hold  on  heaven. 
The  contrary  spirit  with  equal  force 
bears  in  the  opposite  direction  of  ruin 
to  those  who  give  it  place. 

It  is  not  at  all  remarkable  that  differ¬ 
ences  of  judgment  shonld  arise  which 
become  serious  in  their  bearing.  Minds 
are  not  all  oonstitnled  alike,  neither  have 
all  hearts  the  same  gracious  attainments 
or  discipline,  and  a  fair  share  of  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  this  world  should  teach  ns  that 
men  may  differ,  even  to  serious  extremes, 
without  abandoning  their  purpose  oi  the 
Christian  life,  or  laying  themselves  lia¬ 
ble  to  the  charge  of  insincerity.  Wheti, 
therefore,  these  differences  cniminate  in 
the  division  of  a  church  into  two  distinct 
organizations  regnlarly  constituted,  the 
obligation  to  treat  each  other  with  Chris¬ 
tian  kindness,  mntual  forbearance,  char¬ 
ity,  and  love.  Is  preeroin  mt.  They  we 
both  members  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  dis¬ 
ciples  of  the  same  Master,  servants  of  the 
same  Lord,  moved  by  the  same  grace,  and 
striving  for  the  same  kingdom.  They  go 
to  the  same  Bible  for  instruotioo,  the 
same  throne  of  grace  for  help,  and  crave 
the  same  spirit  for  their  cleansing  and 
fitness  for  heaven,  while  the  evidence  of 
that  fltnew  lies  in  the  fact  that  they  have 
love  one  toward  another.  |

For  two  yearn  our  island  was  islanded 
as  it  had  scarcely  been  before.  The 
Continent  was  closed  to  our  travellers. 
Few  foreigners  entered  England,  except 
reluctantly,  aa  ^ilas  or  prisoners  of  war. 
Yet  it  so  happened  that  our  little  world 
of  Abbot’s  Weir  was  widened  instead  of 
being  narrowed  by  the  exclusion. 

One  of  the  prisons  of  war  waa  placed 
among  the  bleak  moorlands  not  far  from 
us,  where  bogs  and  wild  ranges  of  lonely 
hills  made  approach  difficult,  and  escape, 
for  a  foreigner,  almost  impossible. 

Our  hearts  ached  often  for  the  men 
torn  from  pleasant  France  to  drone  away 
the  prime  of  life  within  those  cheerless 
walls. 

The  Latin  inscription  ovair  the  gates, 

‘  PABCSBE  stwxcna,’ 

must  have  read  like  a  mockery  to  many 
who  entered  them. 

However,  with  the  buoyancy  of  their 
race,  the  French  prisoners  made  the  best 
of  their  circnmstanqes,  kept  up  each 
other’s  spirits  by  tale  and  chanson,  carv¬ 
ed  delicate  toys  out  of  bones,  twistyd 
chains,  bracelets,  and  ornaments  out  of 
hair,  thought  it  worth  while  even  in  that 
depth  and  darkness  to  make  the  depth 
and  darkness  as  light  and  as  tolerable  as 
they  could. 

With  the  Americans,  men  of  onr  own 
race,  who  were  brought  there  afterwards, 
it  was  different.  They  drank  the  cup  to 
the  dregs,  as  those  of  our  race  are  apt  to 
do,  scorning  small  alleviations,  refusing 
comfort. 

Some  of  ns  console  ouxselvea  by  saying 
that  it  is  the  nobler  animals,  to  which 
freedom  is  as  the  breath  of  life,  which 
beat  their  wings  against  the  cage,  and 
break  their  hearts  against  the  inevitable  ; 
that  it  is  the  very  energy  which  makes 
our  race  strong  against  remediable  ills, 
which  renders  them  desperate  beneatl^ 
the  irremediable. 

Yet  the  creatures  who  sing  in  their 
cages  have  surely  also  their  merit  and 
their  strength.  It  takes  at  least  as  much 
courage  to  sing  away  despair,  as  to  beat 
against  the  prison-bars. 

Patience  has  Its  manly  heroism  as  well 
as  its  feminine  beanty,  is  a  ‘  virtue  ’  as 
well  as  a  grace  ;  and  certainly  it  takes  a 
larger  weight  of  Christianity  to  make  us 
patient  than  some  of  onr  neighbors. 

Claire  naturally  made  the  French  pris¬ 
on  her  ‘  parish  ’;  she  and  Leontine  knit¬ 
ting  and  sewing  warm  clothes  for  them, 
and  doing  what  was  more  difficult  to  her, 
making  ‘  qnfitee  ’  in  all  directions  for 
money  to  help  her  compatriots,  whether 
in  the  form  of  direct  alms,  or  purchase 
of  their  -wares. 

In  this  good  work  she  found  a  fervent 
supporter  in  a  young  French  naval  offi¬ 
cer,  Captain  Godefroy,  who  was  taken  in 
one  of  the  earliest  naval  engagements, 
and  sent  to  Abbot’s  Wier  on  parole. 

I  cannot  say  the  French  officers  were 
ad  jwithont  pjycantioDS  into  onr 
homes.  Militaiy  men  in  general  weee  in 


matrimonial  respects  not  popular  among 
our  sober-minded  townsfolks.  And 
French  soldiers  were  certainly  not  re¬ 
garded  as  the  least  perilons  to  feminine 
hearts. 

But  Captain  Godefroy  was  altogether  an 
exception.  In  the  first  place  he  was  not  a 
soldier,  bnt  a  sailor,  which  in  itself  was 
something  of  a  passport  to  onr  insular  na¬ 
tures  ;  in  the  second  he  was  not  a  ‘  Papist  ’ 
but  a  Protestant ;  in  the  third,  he  was  not 
gay,  or  debonnsire,  or  fascinating,  or 
‘  French,  ’  according  to  any  type  we  re¬ 
cognized.  In  the  last  place,  (really  in 
the  last,)  be  was  a  man  of  some  property, 
and  had  remittances,  and  paid  his  debts 
most  rigidly.  And  so  he  became  soon 
quite  domiciled  ammig  ns. 

Even  Madam  Olanvil  invited  him. 

I  was  at  Court  when  she  first  mention¬ 
ed  him.  Shehad  seen  him  at  chnrch  on 
Sunday. 

‘Who  is  that  fine,  sad-looking  man,’ 
said  ^he  to  Amioe,  ‘  in  a  French  naval 
nniform,  who  sat  in  the  free  seats  yester¬ 
day  ?  He  ought  not  to  sit  in  the  free 
seats.  He  is  a  gentleman.  Ask  him  into 
ours.  Or  stay  I  the  vicar  might  have 
him.  I  will  speak  to  the  viear.  He  was 
quite  an  example,  so  grave  and  devout, 
never  looked  at  any  one,  quite  an  exam¬ 
ple,  especially  as  of  course  he  'oould  not 
understand  a  word  of  what  was  going 
on.’ 

But  Amice  said  hastily,  ‘  He  does  un¬ 
derstand  English.’ 

‘What  is  his  name?’  asked  Madam 
GUnvil.  I 
Amice  did  not  know. 

‘  Very  strange  you  shonld  know  he 
knows  English,  and  yet  not  know  his 
name,’  said  her  grandmother. 

‘  I  [know  he  understands  English,  be¬ 
cause  he  asked  me  a  question  at  our 
gate,  and  understood  my  answer.  Bui 
of  course  I  hod  no  necessity  or  right  to 
ask  his  name.’ 

‘  What  did  he  oak  ?’  said  Madam  Glon- 
vil,  ‘  and  at  which  gate  ?’ 

‘  The  gate  at  the  end  of  the  wood^ 
Granny,’  said  Amice,  ‘  on  the  rood  to-the 
moor.  You  know  it  is  the  limit  of  the 
parole  for  the  French  prisoners.  ’ 

I  know  no  sooh  thing.  A  very  ac¬ 
commodating  role  for  os  !’  said  Madam 
Glanvil,  grimly.  ‘I  shonld  recommend 
the  French  prisoners,  as  a  rule,  to  walk 
the  other  way.

Mew  York.  —  Old  St.  Lake’s,  Episcopal 
oharch  in  Hndson  street,  has  been  closed 
since  the  first  of  Aognst,  and  extensive  re¬ 
pairs  have  been  in  progress.

A  Woble  Gift  for  u,  IVeble  Object. 

Mr.  James  Baird,  of  Anchmedden,  the 
Scotch  iron  master,  has  just  paid  over  to 
a  body  of  trustees,  to  he  called  the  Baird 
Trust,  the  sum  of  £500,000,  lobe  applied 
for  religious  purposes  in  connection  with 
the  Church  of  Gotland.  After  provid¬ 
ing  for  the  endowment  of  the  “Baird 
lectureship,”  lately  founded  for  the  il- ' 
lustration  and  defence  of  the  vital  truths 
of  religion,  and  for  the  promotion  of 
Christian  knowledge  and  Christian  work, 
Mr.  Baird  directs  that  the  trust  fund  is 
to  he  expended  “  for  the  support  of  ob¬ 
jects  and  purposes  in  connection  with 
the  Established  Church  of  Scotlmd,  all 
of  a  religious  character,  and  for  tlie  aid 
of  institutions  having  the  promotion  of 
such  purposes  in  View  ;  my  grand  object 
being  to  assist  in  j>roviding  the  means  of 
meeting,  or  at  least  as  far  as  ]>o8sihle  pro¬ 
moting,  the  mitigation  of  spiritual  desti¬ 
tution  among  the  population  of  Scotland 
through  efforts  for  securiug  the  godly 
upbringing  of  the  youug,  the  establish¬ 
ing  of  parochial  pastoral  work,  and  the 
stimulating  of  ministers  and  all  agencies 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  to  sustained 
devotedness  in  the  work  of  carrying  the 
Gospel  to  the  homes  and  hearts  of  all.”

Hallohan,  who  adorned  the  Baltimore 
gibbet  a  few  days  ago,  left  a  touching 
sunny  testimony  to  the  blessedness  of  re¬ 
ligion  ;  and  now  Jackson  steps  forward 
to  administer  a  few  words  of  comfort  and 
counsel.

Before  the 
murder  he  had  committed  burglaries,  and 
in  all  sorts  of  ways  plotted  against  the  se¬ 
curity  aud  peace  of  the  vicinity  ;  but  on 
the  gallows  he  was  permitted  to  make  a 
shocking  exhibition  of  himself,  simply 
because  he  was  wrought  into  a  wondrous 
religious  elation.  If  there  is  any  thing 
that  neighbors  utter  blasphemy,  it  is  the 
careless  and  unlettered  use  of  hallowed 
speech  by  self-confessed  pious  people. 
Jackson  yesterday,  in  Alexandria,  under¬ 
went  one  of  those  dreadful  orgasms,  and 
expelled  some  contradictory  opinions 
about  his  religious  state.  It  can’t  be 
very  Lard  for  a  man  on  the  trap  of  the 
scaffold  to  declare  that  tbe  subtle  spell  of 
temptation  has  been  broken,  that  a  wild 
spirit  has  been  tamed,  that  a  proud  heart 
has  been  subdued,  that  the  flesh  and  all 
the  untoward  affections  have  been  cruci¬ 
fied.  In  most  cases  the  man  who  says 
these  things  in  these  circumstances  is  a 
poor,  weak,  disgusting  coward,  who 
through  impulses  of  fear  and  dictates  of 
prudence,  or,  in  a  word,  throngh  pure 
selfishness,  has  sought  some  ecstatic  state, 
some  Cbristiau  chloroform.  The  litera¬ 
ture  of  the  gallows  and  the  pietism  of  the 
pinioned  prisoner  are  wretched  stuff; 
and  tbe  sooner  tbe  proper  authorities 
forbid  ite  circulation  and  publication,  the 
sooner  religion  will  be  relieved  of  a  dead 
weight.  The  efficacy  of  true  religion  is 
not  demonstrated  in  the  conversion  of 
two  murderers  any  more  than  in  tbe  con¬ 
version  of  two  morulists.  And  as  nobody 
is  helped  and  a  good  cause  hindered,  and 
a  man,  at  a  solemn  hour,  is  made  ridicn- 
lout  by  this  sort  of  last  day  love-feasta, 
their  discontinuance  will  be  better  than 
their  sensation. — Brooklyn  Daily  Union, 

It  will  not  be  strangeTT  the  present  ef¬ 
fort  to  abate  rather  than  abolish  the  evil 
of  intemperance  should  be  assisted  by  the 
Bupportera  of  the  traffic.  We  see  it  no¬ 
ticed  that  the  saloon  and  hotel  men  of 
Saginaw,  Mich.,  have  agreed  not  to  sell 
liquor  to  married  men,  without  a  written 
permit  from  their  wives.  'This  of  course 
is  to  avoid  prosecution  for  damages.  Bnt 
going  beyond  this,  we  saw  (says  the 
Baptist  Weekly)  the  other  day  in  the 
window  of  a  hotel  on  Eighth-avenue, 
this  admonition  to  its  onstomera,  Don't 
drink  to  excess."  Better  than  this  advice 
to  moderation,  however,  is  the  counsel 
credited  to  a  certain  host,  who  when 
asked  by  one  of  his  customers  what  he 
should  do  to  eure  his  sore  eyes,  gave  this 
answer,  ^‘Wearyanr  goggles  oreryonr 
mouth,  a$d  wash  your  eyes  in  brandy, 
and  I’ll  warrant  a  cure.”  Verily  the 
rumsellera  are  coming  to  the  rescue  !

CPBBENT  EVENTS. 

A  Meeting  Held  bjr  Telegraph. 

The  Troy  papers  give  an  account  of  a 
meeting  of  the  employ^  of  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  Telegraph  CJompany  embraced 
in  the  First  Division,  which  was  held  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon,  Aug.  24th.  The  meeting 
was  in  reference  to  the  death  of  C.  L. 
Goodwin,  late  superintendent  of  that  di¬ 
vision.  All  the  stations  included  in  the 
division  were  connected  into  one  circuit, 
extending  from  New  York  to  Albany, 
thence  via  Troy  to  Saratoga,  and  return 
to  Albany,  westward  to  Syracuse,  and  via 
Oswego,  Clyde,  and  Rochester  to  Buffalo 
and  Niagara  Falls,  back  from  Bulialo  via 
Auburn,  Seneca  Falls,  etc.,  to  Auburn 
again.  The  meeting  was  held  by  tele¬ 
graph.  Each  person  remained  in  his 
own  office  and  telegraphed  his  remarks 
or  motions  to  the  others.  Promptly  at  2 
P.  M.  (Buffalo  time)  New  York  called  the 
meeting  to  order.  Buffalo  moved  that  Mr. 
Hauff,  chief  operator  at  New  York,  be 
made  permanent  chairman.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Troy  and  carried.  The 
ohairman  then  suggested  that  Mr.  McCoy, 
manager  of  the  Buffalo  office,  be  nominat¬ 
ed  as  secretary,  to  which  the  meeting  unan¬ 
imously  respondtnl  in  the  affirmative.  The 
chairman  then  said:  “I  think  it  is  well 
understood  that  the  object  of  this  meeting 
is  to  take  some  measures  in  respect  to  C. 
L.  Goodwin,  our  late  superintendent,  and 
pass  resolutions  of  respect  and  sympathy. 
Any  remarks  will  now  bo  in  order.  Allow 
mo  to  suggest  that  they  be  brief,  as  we 
have  not  much  time,  after  which  I  will 
call  on  Mr.  McCoy  for  a  short  statement 
of  the  particulars  of  his  death,”  Albany 
then  moved  that  a  committee  from  the 
Buffalo  office,  with  Mr.  McCoy  as  chair¬ 
man,  be  appointed  to  draft  resolutions. 
Seconded  by  Brewsters  and  carried.  Buf¬ 
falo  then  announced  the  names  of  nine 
gentlemen  connected  with  that  office  as 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions.  The  chair¬ 
man  then  called  on  Mr.  McCoy,  of  Buffalo, 
for  the  particulars  of  Mr.  Goodwin’s  ill¬ 
ness  and  death,  to  which  Mr.  McCoy  re¬ 
sponded  with  remarks  of  about  thirty 
minutes’  duration,  whioh  were  listened  to 
with  the  closest  attention.  New  York 
then  asked  if  any  one  else  had  any  re¬ 
marks  to  offer.  Troy  said:  “I  presume 
many  of  us  would,  but  as  the  time  is  go¬ 
ing  fast  I  suggest  we  hear  the  resolutions 
at  once.” 

The  resolutions  were  then  read  and 
adopted,  and  an  adjournment  then  fol¬ 
lowed. 

The  meeting  was  entirely  harmonious 
throughout,  and  the  state  of  the  weather 
and  condition  of  •  the  wires  peculiarly  fa¬ 
vorable  to  its  success. 

Beboe*  ot  tbe  Paat. 

The  public  reappearance  of  Mr.  Jefferson 
Davis  before  the  world,  in  connection  with 
the  meeting  of  the  Yirginia  Historical  So¬ 
ciety,  was  the  occasion  of  an  outburst  of 
enthusiasm  more  creditable  to  feelings  of 
personal  attachment,  than  just  as  a  tribute 
to  any  service  whioh  he  has  rendered  any 
portion  of  the  country.  It  was  not  well  ad¬ 
vised  in  him  to  give  any  occasion  for  calling 
up  anew  memories  of  the  past.  I'here  are 
portions  of  his  record  anterior  to  the  war, 
which  in  onr  judgment,  so  isr  as  he  is  con¬ 
cerned,  bad  better  be  left  to  sleep.  He  has, 
however,  succeeded  in  calling  out  a  letter 
from  his  old  political  antagonist  and  rival, 
ex-Senator  Foote  of  Mississippi,  which  de¬ 
picts  his  character  and  career  in  no  flattering 
colors,  and  adds  thereto  specific  charges  of 
which  it  may  not  be  easy  or  convenient 
readily  to  dispose. 

We  pass  these  by,  only  remarking  that  so 
long  as  they  stand  unrefuted,  the  character 
of  Mr.  Davis  most  be  regarded  as  that  of  a 
man  thoroughly  nnscmpulous  and  selfish. 
But  Mr.  Foote  adds,  “I  have  not  stated  a 
hundredth  part  of  the  enormities,  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  which  I  was  daily  compelled  to 
witness  in  Richmond.”  He  specifies  in¬ 
stances  of  his  dominoering  policy,  and  harsh 
and  unjust  treatment  of  Southern  officers 
and  public  men,  wliich  are  extremely  dis¬ 
graceful,  and  admit  of  no  defence.  If  the 
half  of  them  are  true,  there  is  little  danger 
that  Mr.  Davis  will  aver  again  become  a 
public  idol,  nor  ought  he  to  feel  the  need  oi 
a  Historical  Society  to  rescue  his  merits 
from  oblivion.  This,  however,  is  a  matter 
for  himself  and  irienda  to  settle  among 
themselves.  In  justice  to  history,  however, 
they  ought  to  let  both  sides  be  heard,  and 
as  Mr.  Foote  is  at  least  a  competent  witness 
to  what  came  under  bis  own  eye,  his  testi¬ 
mony  should  have  a  place  in  Southern 
archives. 

OrlcBtsl  EzplerstloB. 

The  pioneer  party  of  the  Oriental  Topo- 
gr^hioal  Corps  has  just  returned  from  an 
extensive  and  successful  tour  in  Egypt  and 
Palestine.  The  pioneers  bring  back  the 
largest  ooUection  of  photographic  work 
ever  before  secured  from  these  regions.  It 
ext«ids  from  the  mouth  ot  the  Nile  to  the 
Pyramids,  and  on  into  the  interior  as  far 
as  Luxor  and  EAmack  in  Egypt;  and  be¬ 
sides  views  of  the  points  usually  visited  in 
the  Holy  Land,  a  large  list  from  Moab, 
Palmyra,  Baaibeok,  Asia  Minor,  and 
Greece.  Heretofore,  European  photogra¬ 
phers  have  monopolized  all  the  original 
negatives  of  these  regions. 

We  are  farther  told  that  the  corps  have 
successfully  inaugurated  a  system  of  plant¬ 
ing  forest  trees  among  the  people  of  Pales¬ 
tine  and  Egypt,  by  whioh  several  hundred 
thousand  will  be  annually  planted.  For 
the  purpose  of  demonstrating  whether  the 
advantages  of  travelling  on  foot  for  geolog¬ 
ical  and  botanical  surveys  could  be  made 
in  that  olkuats,  one  member  of  the  party 
iralked  from  Jerusalem  via  Nazareth  and 
Mount  Carmel  to  Beirut.  The  rest  of 
the  ptuty  were  mounted.  The  pedestrian 
led  the  party  *11  the  way^.  The  trip  was 
m*^e  in  tweaty-feur  boj|iB  If^  than  the 
usu^  time  Ttith  horses,  though  it  was  done 
in  the  heat  of  the  last  days  of  June  and  the 
first  days  of  July.  Professor  JamesStrong 
is  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  this  corps, 
and  with  other  sdiolais  is  asttvsly  en¬ 
gaged  in  its  work.  In  a  few  months  he 
will  go  to  theGrient  on  a  more  extensive 
expedition,  to  whioh  the  work  of  this  pio¬ 
neer  party  is  prellminaiy.  The  pioneer 
party  bring  back  valuable  “squeezes” 
tnMn  writtmi  stones  reoenUy  found  in 
Egypt,  besides  matter  ot  great  value  to  the 
science  and  topography  of  Bible  Lands.

destroyed  by  the  force  of  the  elements,  da¬ 
ring  the  almost  hurricane  which  occurred 
early  last  week.  The  loss  of  life,  it  is  fear¬ 
ed,  is  very  great

It  is  quite  evident  that  France  is  pre¬ 
paring  for  a  monarchy.  How  this  pros¬ 
pect  is  regarded  by  her  rivals,  is  well  in¬ 
dicated  in  a  telegram  dated  at  Borne  on 
the  Ist  September,  as  follows :  “It  is 
stated  in  official  circles  here  that  if  Count 
de  Chambord  is  chosen  by  the  French  peo¬ 
ple  as  their  King,  Italy,  backed  by  Ger¬ 
many,  will  ask  France  to  recognize  Borne 
as  the  Italian  capital.  A  refusal  to  grant 
such  recognition  will,  it  is  said,  constitute 
a  casus  belli  between  those  countrlee.” 

Extremes  are  meeting  in  Spain.  At  least 
such  is  the  purport  of  late  government 
telegrams.  From  Madrid  we  learn  that 
advices  from  the  north  announce  the  de¬ 
feat  of  the  Garlists  under  Saballs,  after 
four  hours’  fighting.  On  Friday  General 
Campos  summoned  the  Cartagena  insur¬ 
gents  to  surrender.  They  answered  by 
hoisting  the  black  flag  on  their  works.  As 
yet  the  operations  before  the  town,  on  the 
land  side,  have  amounted  only  to  slight 
skirmishes.  It  Is  reported  that  the  insur¬ 
gents  have  agreed,  if  hard  pushed,  to  de¬ 
liver  some  of  the  forts  to  the  Garlists,  on 
condition  that  all  the  Garlists  at  Valencia, 
some  4,000  in  number,  will  join  the  insur¬ 
gents  in  an  attack  on  the  Republican  troops. 
The  Garlists  are  again  interrupting  railway 
traffic,  and  destroying  the  mails  on  the 
lines  between  Madrid  and  the  northern 
frontier. 

The  Cortes  has,  by  a  vote  of  119  nays 
against  42  yeas,  rejected  a  proposition  to 
grant  amnesty  to  the  Intransigento  insur¬ 
gents.  During  the  debate  upon  the  pro¬ 
posal,  President  Salmeron  declared  that 
he  would  never  consent  to  grant  an  am¬ 
nesty  to  which  justice,  decency,  and  the 
honor  of  the  Legislature  were  opposed. 
He  had  always  denied  the  right  of  insur¬ 
rection. 

The  Government  has  presented  a  bill  in 
the  Cortes  calling  into  the  army  all  males 
between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty-five 
years. 

The  Madrid  Government  is  powerless  to 
prevent  the  landing  of  arms  and  ammuni¬ 
tion  for  the  Garlists  on  the  Cantabrian 
Coast,  because  of  the  large  force  required 
to  operate  against  the  Insurgents. 

It  is  reported  that  Don  Carlos  has  prom¬ 
ised  the  priests  that,  if  successful,  he  will 
reSstabiish  the  Inquisition  in  Spain.  Doubt¬ 
ful  1 

The  Garlists  at  Cartagena  threaten  to 
oi)en  fire  upon  the  English  squadron  if  an 
attempt  is  made  to  surrender  the  two  cap¬ 
tured  iron-dads  to  the  Government  st  Ma¬ 
drid. 

Peraonal  and  New*  Iteuk*. 

The  Manitoba  authorities  have  refused 
to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  Minnesota 
Government  to  admit  the  prisoners  in  the 
Gordon  case  to  bail.  The  prisoners  will 
be  tried  at  a  special  session  of  the  Ciourt 
at  Fort  Garry. 

A  man  named  John  T.  Irving,  hoW  In 
jail  at  San  Fraucisoo,  confesses  that  he  is 
one  of  the  murderers  of  the  late  Benjamin 
Nathan,  whose  residence  was  opposite  the 
Fifth  Avenue  hotel,  in  West  Twenty-third 
street.  He  represents  that  the  house-keep¬ 
er’s  son  got  them  to  do  the  murder  at  the 
suggestion  of  Washington  Nathan.  There 
seems  to  be  enough  circumstantiality  about 
his  story  to  merit  the  attention  of  the  au¬ 
thorities. 

The  Hon.  John  M.  Francis,  XJ.  S.  Minis¬ 
ter  to  Greece,  is  on  his  way  home,  and  his 
fellow  citizens  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  are  prepar¬ 
ing  to  give  him  a  public  reception. 

The  Hon.  John  F.  Hale  is  reported  dy¬ 
ing.  His  eyesight  and  voice  are  already 
gone,  and  he  is  failing  otherwise  rapidly. 

The  funeral  of  the  late  Colonel  Edward 
A.  Raymond  took  place  on  Friday  last, 
from  the  residence  of  his  father-in-law. 
Dr.  Marcy,  on  Fifth  avenue.  Colonel  Ray¬ 
mond  was  the  private  secretary  of  General 
McClellan  during  the  Peninsular  campaign. 

A  Mutual  Transportation  Company  has 
been  formed  at  Chicago,  which  will  under¬ 
take  to  run  cars  over  the  various  railroads, 
tendering  the  companies  a  reasonable  toll, 
and  making  their  own  rates  to  shippers.

The  proprietors  of  our  enterprising  picto¬ 
rial  dally  have,  in  response  to  the  wishes  of 
many  citizens,  reconsidered  their  plan  to 
dismiss  the  great  balloon  by  moon  or  gas 
light,  and  now  announce  that  it  will  be  on 
exhibition  from  the  6th  to  the  lOtli  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  on  which  latter  day  it  will  take 
its  departure  for  Europe — “intermediate 
points  ”  it  is  hoped  not  included.
